It may not at first #eem clear why 
-there could not be any newspapers if 
jiao equal, distribution wealth were 
ed. It la for the same reason 
there could not be any mllla for 

wheat, or weaving doth, or 

lumber, or any railroad or 

Unea, or any aval mining or 
gold mining, or : any other activity 
requiring employment. 

To carry on any of theaa enterprise# 
there most be an accumulation of 

wealth (capital of come sort) on the 
one aide, and a sale of labor on the 
other aide. Men may have muscular 
powar or brain power, or both, ready 
to tell, but If there be no oapltal where¬ 
with to pay for that power (labor), 
can be no production. 

An even distribution of wealth pro¬ 
vide# no capital for employing labor. 
Or, suppose hundreds of those holding 
these equal portions of wealth combine 
to share In an enterprise. That com. 
blnation le of Itself an accumulation, 
add rightly managed It could be used 
profitably, only because profits take 
money from one man’s pocket and put 
It Into another man’s pocket, and that 
would again distribute wealth unevenly. 

It therefore appears that were wealth 
once evenly distributed, eaoh person 
must stop buying anything whatever, 
for that makes the distribution unequal 
at once. He must not employ others 
to work for him, because that makes 
the distribution unequal also. Henoe 
those equal portions of wealth would 
become at odcs entirely useless. These 
are all simply impossible things, for 
civilized life oould not exist under those 
conditions. 

Therefore there Is but one rational 
conclusion. The Creator Intended that 
there should be so unequal division of 
wealth, with great accumulations under 
Individual oontrol, just as muoh as he 
Intended that tbetfr should be great 
accumulations of water to provide vapor 
for rain, and rain for grass, and grain, 
and shrubs, sod trees, and springe, and 
streams. 

Were the men of great wealth to 
simply hold on to their dollars, piling 
them up In great vaults, the accumula¬ 
tion would be harmful. They do not 
do that. They either start great fac¬ 
tories, or build railroads, or establish 
banks to supply money for others to 
open great business enterprises, or they 
buy bonds, and the money they pay for 
the bonds goes Into some of the great 
business channels. Each and every 
line of business thus carried on employs 
thousands of persons, enabling them to 
earn a living (good, poor, or very poor 
aooordlog to ability and willingness.) 
The greater the aoeumulatlon, the 
greater the number of persons furnished 
with employment by Its tpe. 

It may be, the rich mao and bis fam¬ 
ily simply spend their great Income In 
extravagant living. So much the, 
quicker It benefits the wage worker. 
First, their Immediate servants; next 
those who fxlsh ahd sell the food they 
eat (or waste), for every dollar paid for 
food goes to the grocer and butcher 
and from them to their hired help; next, 
those who make and sell the clothes 
they wear (or give away), for every 
dollar paid for clothing goes to the 
merobant and tailor, and from them to 
those whom they employ, and to those 
of whom they purchase their supplies, 
and by them to their employees; next, 
those who supply them with buildings, 
furniture, automobiles and their nnm 
her lees Iuxuriee. 

Even the Carnegie money quickly goee 
to the pockets 61 those who erect the 
library buildings, and to those who 
furnish them, and to those who set the 
type, print the pages, and bind the 
hooka to fill those library ahelys. Even

wise. Not to set you right, Mr, Editor, 
but thst your subscribers may not con¬ 
tinue under a wrong Impression, let me 
recite briefly the facta. 

In the first place, our people are not 
sure that the Bowers company really 
own the land ; It Is possible they merely 
represent the “former* owner, Mr. Blev- 
ney.

the development of the tract la my rear 
would come In time, and I would not 
oppose it provided the lots wer# reason¬ 
ably restricted. Asked as to what re¬ 
strictions I thought proper, I replied 
that I believed the lota should have 60 
feet frontage, like tb#>minimum of others 
In tbs neighborhood; that Italians end 
negroes should not be allowod to par 
obese; that bouses should b« built

Io order that Fairvlew might not be 
charged with Injustice or uwharitable- 
neea, our people consented to meet the 
Bowers people and dlsooss the matter 
of restrictions. Toe meeting at which 
the restrictions were formulated and the 
committee appointed comprised the rep. 
resentatlve men of Fairvlew. 1 The com¬ 
mutes thus appoint sd reported that the 
Bowers company treated them with 
oontumety and ridicule and bulldozing. 
The net result of the conference waa a 
proposition from the Bowam company 
that Fairvlew purchase twenty or thirty 
lota along the p ro posed extension ana 
erect thereon bouses meeting our re¬ 
strictions, paying for ths lota 3200 each, 
and for one year the owners Would agree 
to likewise restrict the lots^ but (1 any 
were unsold at the end of ton time, then 
they were to be free to sell them to any 
purchaser. That la, we would pay 8300 
for a lot that coat—I am totfi by reputa¬ 
ble authority—only 346, and ptt the end 
of the year wa might be!obliged to 
double our Investment to protect our 
selvae. I have heard of Jug-ha ad led 
nffalrs, but never fnlty ep, 
mean log of the express loo 
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®ai exper'.eocn as well 
Ths whole tenor of the aitlcle lit your 
their petition was first prelected, Mr. 
Bowers claimed all th«*y wonted was to 
benefit BlAoeafield; they mere philan¬ 
thropists, not promoters ; Samaritans, 
aot speculator*; they UaifMa*! realized 
that Bloomfield u< edud

Does thst oom- 
mend itself to you aa a business propo¬ 
sition? And then, perhaps, they will not 
be allowed to do as they please. Evea 
Shylook did not get hie pound of flesh. 
However, the opposition will not be 
withdrawn, whatever they threaten. For 
myself, I promise that whomever they 
may sell their lots to, when the pur¬ 
chaser settles here be will be foroed to 
walk the chalk line eo far as the law of 
the land sod the regulations of tne 
Board of Health apply. If the article 
was Intended to scare anybody. It will 
fall of Its object. We have been simi¬ 
larly threatened before. We fee! like 
the old fellow on his deathbed whan the 
minister asked, “ Do you not feel afraid 
of the approach of the King of Terrors?” 
“No, parson," be replied, ‘Tve lived 
five-and-forty years with the Queen of 
Terrors, and ths king oan’t be muoh 
worse I” 

If the article correctly represents the 
Bowers Ides, it shows that they are not 
men of business. Rule or ruin la poor 
potloy. And they will ooly be doing aa 
In Montclair and other places, where 
tbey met opposition. So far as I can 
ascertain there Is not cos spot thsaa 
people have exploited that they did not 
parent methods savoring of trickery, 
deceit and—-I will not say blackmail, 
because that la a harsh word. Not one 
place they have Invaded, so I am in¬ 
formed. where they did not lose the good 
will end respect of the Inhabitant*.

“peacemaker" would be a thankless 
task. Wa are not afraid of anything 
the Bowers company may do, and u 
there has been any “war,” eo far as we 
are concerned U la over. If once la not 
enough for the Newarh crowd, let them 
come again. There Is etUl acotaer shot 
In Fair view’s locker, and one that may 
disagreeably surprise them. 

Ooe more word and 1 am doo*. This 
kind of publicity Is disliked by Fairvlew. 
Bloom field has no more peaceable, law* 
abtdlog, contented community. We 
nave built up this section without help I 
from outside and speculative developers, 
aud we eon get along without them. W« 
are proud of oar little settlement and 
the character of our citizens and the 
atmosphere of this section. *• Far from 
tbs madding crowd* at tfeeUeotre, we 
are contented tb paas oar Uvea to the 
serenity of our pretty suburb, and mush¬ 
room growth and “boom* development 
have no attraction. We are glad to be 
bound ep with the seal and welfare of 
old Bloomfield. And we heartily thank 
the Council that It realised our danger 
and reepeoted our feelings. And while 
Fairvlew will ever respond proMptfy sad 
unitedly to say move that will promote 
thn health and happlnea*, Uu prosperity 
and p rogress of our beloved town, Ws 
emphatically decline to be a oatapafr to 
puR'goideo dollar* for an tiles and un¬ 
scrupulous organisation out of a barren 
tract of land secured far Mow tie value 
from the mlofortaaea of ooe of our old- 
eotaad moat respected fsariOee. -
